A CRITICAL VOICE AFTER THE 
CONFERENCE IN 


- MINNEAPOLIS 


The Christian daily newspaper 
“Dagen” known for its conservative 
Lutheran and Low-Church views, 


_ in a number of leading articles fol- 


lowing upon the conference of the 
Lutheran World Federation in Min- 
neapolis, has expressed rather criti- 
cal views. 

In the first place the paper is 
dissatisfied with the wish for closer 
contact with the Roman Catholic 


-Church which was expressed at the 


meeting by the former President, 


» Bishop Hanns Lilje On the whole 


Rome has not changed since the 
days of Luther—in certain respects 
she is even further removed from 
the views on the Scripture of the 
Reformation—and if the Lutheran 
Church is also the same to-day as 
it has no 
other course than to urge the 
Church of Rome to turn away from 
its delusions. 

In another article the questions 
concerning faith and confession are 
pointed out as being the most im- 
portant fields of activity of the 
World Federation. Of the 70 mil- 
lion Lutherans in the world, 20 mil- 
lion are still not members of the 
Federation, and this is due to the 
feeling of uncertainty, at least on 
the part of several of the Churches, 
as to the attitude of the World Fed- 
eration in theological matters es- 
pecially. This is connected with its 


_ attitude to the ecumenical move- 


ment. Since the meeting in Lund 
in 1947, the Lutheran World Fed- 


eration has shown a marked ecu- 


menical tendency, and ‘this was 
further emphasized in Minneapolis, 


not the least when Dr. Fry, who is 


already the Chairman of the Cen-
